Science Stu dies Reactions of Body to Heat and Cold 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. I).

few year* in the reaction of the 
b ody to heat and cold. At this sea­ 
son of the year most people are in­ 
terested in the reaction of the 
b ody to heat. 
It is a cu riou s and interesting 
fact that the Angers and toes ex­ 
hib it the greatest rise in tempera-

tu re of any part when the b ody is 
heated. This is prob ab ly du e to the 
fact that in the fingers and toes 
the general reaction of the b ody 
to heat is capab le of the largest 
amou nt of v ariation. By this I 
mean that the reaction of the b ody 
• to heat is, first, to dilate all the 
su perficial capillary b lood v essels 
and then to throw ou t a thin layer 
of perspiration which, on drying, 
redu ces 
the 
temperatu re 
and 
h en ce cools the b lood in the di­ 
lated capillaries. 
The fingers and toes hav e the 
largest amou nt of capillary expan­ 
sion and are v ery sensitiv e in re­ 
sponding to changes in the nerv ­ 
ou s reflexes which cau se dilatation 
of the capillaries. Also the fingers 
and toes do not sweat v ery mu ch 
and hence retain the heat du e to 
the dilated capillaries. 
While this has all b een prov ed in 
v ery solemn, scientific fashion, it 
seems to me that hu man b eings 
hav e instinctiv ely known this for 
a long time. The instinct to b athe 
hands and wrists, to go b arefoot 
in hot weather, to wade or treat 
the feet to cold water from the 
hydrant, all point to an instinc­ 
tiv e knowledge that redu ction of 
the temperatu re of the fingers and 
toes will redu ce the temperatu re 
of the whole b ody. 
Seasonab le Variation 
Scientists hav e also shown that 
there is a aea-onab le v ariation in 
the capacity of the skin to react to 
heat. It is possib le to measu re the 


time b etween applying an impu lse 
to the au tomatic nerv ou s system 
and the time when the capillary 
b lood v essels b egin to dilate. 
This period, which is called the 
clearing time, b egins to lengthen 
progressiv ely in the b ody, reaches 
a high lev el in Decemb er which is 
maintained u ntil spring. This has 
b een prov ed in ob serv ations on the 
same indiv idu al year after year. 
This v ariation prob ab ly explains 
why we are so mu ch more u ncom­ 
fortab le in the late spring and 
early su mmer heat than we are 
later on in the su mmer; the b ody 
has not had an opportu nity to ad­ 
ju st itself so that rapid cooling re­ 
actions can occu r. 
These experiments, of cou rse, 
apply to those liv ing continu ou sly 
in a temperate climate with a wide 
v ariation the year arou nd. I know 
of no su ch experiments, b u t I 
wou ld like to see some on people 
who liv e the year arou nd in a fair­ 
ly hot climate, and on those who 
regu larly go to warm climates 
du ring the winter months. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. R. W\: Is it inju riou s for a 
person to take a teaspoonfu l of 
cascara ev ery night? I find it the 
b est thing I hav e ev er tried for 
elimination. 
Answer: I do not fav or the reg­ 
u lar u se of any cathartic, b u t cas­ 
cara is prob ab ly the least harmfu l. 
Howev er, instead of taking a fixed 
dose, su ch as a teaspoonfu l, meas­ 
u re ou t the nu mb er of drops you 
need. Mayb e a teaspoonfu l is too 
mu ch. Cascara, since it is liqu id, 
has an adv antage ov er tab lets in 
that one can learn after a few 
trials to get the exact dose in 
drops.
